RAILROADS 
ARE 
ENJOINED 


Restrained From Putting Three-Cent 
Fare Into Effect. 
St. Louis, April 9.—Under the terms 
of a temporary injunction granted 
here in the circuit court, all railroads 
operating in Missouri are restrained 
from putting into effect the 3-cent 
fare which was to have obtained after 
midnight. The injunction was granted 
at the instance of Seebert G. Jones, 
circuit attorney of St. Louis, acting 
for Governor Hadley. 
The petition alleges that the rail­ 
roads have entered into an unlawful 
agreement to fix the rates and thus 
have failed to carry out their charter 
requirements in operating competing 
lines. It is also charged that there is 
a discrimination between classes of 
passengers in that some are charged 
3 cents on the ticket rate and others 
2 and 2yz cents on the mileage basis. 
The injunction is returnable next Mon­ 
day.All the proceedings surrounding the 
filing of the suit were accompanied by 
secrecy and yet revealed a clever ar­ 
rangement to have the proceedings 
brought at a time when the railroads 
were off guard and no proceedings 
could be brought to forestall the ef­ 
fect of the injunction.

St. Louis, April 9.—Under the terms 
of a temporary injunction granted 
here in the circuit court, all railroads 
operating in Missouri are restrained 
from putting into effect the 3-cent 
fare which was to have obtained after 
midnight. The injunction was granted 
at the instance of Seebert G. Jones, 
circuit attorney of St. Louis, acting 
for Governor Hadley. 
The petition alleges that the rail­ 
roads have entered into an unlawful 
agreement to fix the rates and thus 
have failed to carry out their charter 
requirements in operating competing 
lines. It is also charged that there is 
a discrimination between classes of 
passengers in that some are charged 
3 cents on the ticket rate and others 
2 and 2VZ cents on the mileage basis. 
The injunction is returnable next Mon­ 
day.

Cleveland, April 9.—Officials of the 
Pittsburg Steamship company, which 
owns many of the1 largest boats on the 
Great Lakes, announced that all of 
their engineers were at their posts. 
F. B. Smith, chief engineer of the com­ 
pany, stated that the owners expect 
no trouble with the engineers and that 
little difficulty was being found in re­ 
placing the few firemen who had left 
their posts on account of the “open 
shop” policy of the company. 
Preparations are being made by 
the company now to start all of their 
first class boats, of which there are 
thirty, at the opening of the season. 
The bjoats gre now being repaired. 
Union men here express the opin­ 
ion that owners of independent boat* 
would not be averse to a strike. The 
marine workers assert that the inde­ 
pendents are not anxious to start I 
their boats at all on account of slack 
business. 
All told, forty-four contracts have 
been returned by engineers to boat 
owners in Cleveland. Contracts sent 
to engineers are accompanied by print­ 
ed agreements not to praticipate in 
any strike which the union may call. 
This agreement as well as the con­ 
tract must be signed if the engineer 
desires to go to work.
